LAW. ^: >V>^ 

On the 29tb April an extraordinary 
motion for the repeal of the Insolvea- 
cy Act -was passed in the Ottawa 
House hy a majority of 26 votes— all 
the ministers, with Mr. ^NfACKENziE, 
Mr. Ci-KTwrnaiiT and other Liberals, 
voting against the repeal. Tho result 
showed that party distinction was lost 
sight of in voting. Tho Bill to repeal 
the Act jthen; pa^s^^ |§:f secd^df >>eB^^gj 
by n mkjority ' of -67. 'TlTe 'dPoronto 
Sfail, tho chief Conservative organ, 
seems completely taken aback by the 
division and says: "Tho repeal of the 
law, voted by a majority of the House, 
was a surprise on the House and a sur- 
prise to tho country. It was so much 
of a surprise, indeed, that it does not 
carry with it the weight Avhich a more 
deliberate proceeding would have car- 
ried. It partook too much of the 
character of Iiaste to convince us that 
it was well considered. "\Ve have ex- 
pressed^an opinion in favor- of an In- 
solvent. Iiaw. Wc have deprecated 
. hasty legislation oi; interference, be- 
yond amendment, with existing laws. 
Wo have expressed a fear lest injudi- 
cious Parliamentary action should add 
another element af disturbance to the 
business of thfe/cpuntry. And -we see 
nothing in the debates to cause us to 
alter our views or withdraw from that 
position, but woaro.far from attempt- 
ing to throw discredit ujion tho pro- 
ceedings of Parliftinont. AVo quite un- 
derstand tlie fooling, of irritation which 
exists among' the members " who, per- 
haps, have! bijen personally the victims 
of an imperfect and Linperfoctly ad- 
ministered law, and who have inter- 
preted the proceedings of Ciianibers of 
Commerce, and Boards of Trade more 
literally and emphatically than, per- 
haps, they are quite justified in doing. 
We quito understand that there is in 
the coixtitry-^ a* very strong feeling 
against the present Insolvency law. 
But we nr« equally certain that those 
who liavo interpreted the feeling in 
the House of Commons have to a cer- 
tain extent misinterpreted it, and have 
given the force of a majority to the 
feeling against the law, when there is 
not a m'ajority of that opinion. ' It 
might have been expected that the 
House, in view of the obvious delicacy 
of the present business crisis, would 
have maintained a prudent conserva- 
tism in dealifig with the law. Opinion 
in Farliamont jfaos precipitated itself 
more suliSeiily than wo imagined it 
could have done, and at one swoop the 
House has attempted to sweep, away 
not only the law that is now on tho 
statute book, but also the Bill which a 
large Committee of the House had la- 
boriousL}^ p^epar^d. ^ ^tgre was a cer- 
tain bd^terjcusne^s hibout the proceed- 
ings, a ceftkin Veeklisstftiess, which few 
could cordially* approte. Tho House 
passed a most serious resolution in a 
spirit the reverse of serious, and seem- 
ed to consider as of small consequence 
an act w^phinDight affect ipillions of 
money and' ilioiisands of men. Our 
raspect for Parliament is so gi-eat that 
we are pained to imagine it has done 
anything xmworthy of itself. This 
latest act is not one of which the 
House has any reason to feel proud. 
The result of a total repeal of the law 
without any substitute would be to 
fling the country back on old Provin- 
cial statutes, to throw open the flood 
gate* of litiga/tion, to risk the precipi- 
tation of a great number of bankrupt- 
cies, and possibly postpone the pros- 
perity of the country at a time whon 
l>OBtponeincnt would be a new disas- 
ter." 

THE WEIGIITS^A^B MEASURES 

The neyv Weights and Measures Act 
contains a number of changes in regard 
to the standards, but the principal pro- 
visions are tho doing away witli tho 
doputy-inspeetors. In addition to the 
power of appointniout of Provincial In- 
spectors. given before, provision is given 
to appoiiit'aBsistants, to whom tho In- 
spectors may assign inspection dis- 
tricts from time to time, as found ne- 
cessary. ' Officers of the Inland Re- 
venue Department may also be appoint- 
ed District Inspectors. Several changes 
are made in regard to the penalties to 
be imposed.

The object of this Institution is to receive and 
provide homo for orphan, destitute and other chil- 
dren, under thoage of tun years, requiring such cnie, 
and to educate them in tho Protestant I'aith, ami In- 
struct them in the elements of secular knowledge. 

3. The nmnagemont of this institulloi shall bu 
vested In ir oomiidttcu chosen from the subscribers at

Hon. Dr. Carrall incjuired: — Wlien tho 
Govornment will announce their policy on 
tho Canada Pacific Railway! He said: 
Hon. gentlemen, I daresay that most of 
you have seen the telegrams from British 
Columbia which are public property, and, 
thorofow, I do not ask for any private in-

Senators, §6 
per day or $400 for a session of more 
than 30 days. Tlic Speakers of both 
Senate and Commons, §3,200 each. 
Tlio Liout.-Governor.s of Ontario and 
Quebec, ^6,000 eacli, and the Lieut.- 
Governors of other Provuicea, $5,000. 

Mr. Bergeron's Bill relating to the 
charges on Pullman and sleeping cars 
provides "that it .shall bo unlawful for 
any coin]iaiiy rumiiiig car.s over any 
railway in Canada under the Railway 
Act of 1SG8 to charge or receive for 
tho uso or tho occupancy of portions of 
sleeping cars for a distance of 200 
miles or less any greater amount than 
the following rates: A single berth, 
chair or sofa, one dollar; a section, two 
dollars; a stateroom, four dollars; for 
any distance greater in tlio same pro- 
portioiij an additional charge of 00 
cents can be made for making up 
:ilooi)iiig berth." The penalty for 
ft violation of this provision ia not 
to be moro than .$300, or less than 
100, for each oflenoo. Tho Bill al.so 
jirovidcs that if all the .seats nro occu- 
pied in the ordinary finst cla.sa cars, 
passengers may enter 1,'ullman cars 
and take po-ssession of vacant seats and 
liohl the .same until seats are rendered 
vacant in the ordinary cars.

QuEiiEC, April 2C.— The whole of 
tho proceeds of the Local Govornment 
loan of $3,000,000 has been placed to 
itH credit in the Moutrcal Bank. Tho 
bonds were all sold in February last; to 
a syndicate formed in New York, by 
tlio Bank of Montreal, but tho price 
was not allowed to ta-au-sjuro while the

New York, May 7. — A Lima letter 
to tlie Star and Herald of Panama says 
the first naval engagement of^the Ohil- 
ian and Peruvian forces took* 'place 
April 14tb, ofT the mouth of the river 
Loa, between tho Peruvian wooden 
corvettes Union and Pilcomayo and 
the Chilian steam .sloop Magallanes. 
The Magallanes, after an engagement 
lasting over two hours, being a faster 
vessel than those opposing, steamed 
away. No mention is made of casu- 
alties. Tho Magallanes carrios two 
150-jiouuders and four 70 pounders; 
tho Union, 12 70-pounders; the Pilco- 
mayo, two 70 poundei-s and four 10- 
poundors. Chilians in Lima and Cal- 
lao have been banished, suspected of 
communicating to their ownj Govern- 
ment intelligence of the movements of 
Peruvian troops. 

Admiral Robollodo, commanding the 
Chilian blockading squadron, has or- 
dered ships loading guano to leave with- 
in forty-eight hours, and later, with his 
guns, destroyed costly loading appar- 
atus at tl'.Q guano deposits, and seized 
launches, the property of English sub- 
jects. It is imagined this procedure 
will give rise to complications and pro- 
tests from the diplomatic corps, in view 
of the interests of their countrymen 
holding Peruvian securities guaranteed 
by this guano, 



CoN.sTANTiKori.E, May 8. — Tho Khe- 
dive's cmi.s.saiy here states that a com- 
promise has been oQ'ected between tho 
Khedive and England and France. 

Berlin, May 8. — In the tariffdebate 
ill tho Reichstag, to day, Lasker nccu.s- 
ed Bismarck of foiiieiitiiig agrarian 
agitation.

matters proceeding in Russia; that it 
was not the Government's duty to in- 
terfere in the international afl'rirs of 
Russia; that tho action of the Govern- 
ment some years ago, on representa- 
tions made of the suilering political 
prisoners in Naples, Svas based upon 
the treaty of Paris, and that there 
was no analogy between the Neapolitan 
affair and tlie present severities in 
Russia.
